IL MARKETS, SUPPLY AND DEMAND 
California oildom is discussing the world’s 
markets, prices, supply and demand. Its action 
in the future will be based upon statistical 
information, not upon mere and bald as- 
sertion, as in the past. California is the only oil 
State in which there have been absolutely no month- 
ly statistics of production and sto The 
agencies have gathered these figures and hereafter 
the producer will know what he is facing. With such 
knowledge as they now have, and following the 
. outlined, there shovid be no decline in price, 
rather an increase. 

There is a production of clase to 10,000 barrels 
a day over actual consumption, viz.: the market 
that can he reached at present prices and under 
present conditions. Beyond this there are other 
markets, in the Northwest, in the Orient and in 
Spanish America. Of their extent the average pro- 
ducer knows nothifig’ His opinions are mere apec- 
ulation, based upon rumors and street-corner talk. 

The price is a most important factor. In Cali- 
fornia coal has cost $8 to $10 a ton; therefore oil 
at the equivalent of $5 to $6 a ton is considered 
cheap and there is no ground for legitimate com- 
plaint. This rate is $1.25 to $1.50 a barrel deliv- 
ered in San Francisco er on the bay. At this fig- 
ure, 85 cents to $1.15’ at the well could be paid, and 
then consumers would pay less than for coal, not 
considering jess help to pay, less storage, and no 
ashes to handle. . 

In the Northwest coal is comparatively cheap. 
At Seattle and Portland the equivalent of $3.50 to 
$4 a ton or $1 a barrel is the ruling price for oil. 
On the coast of Washington, Oregon and Alaska 
oil can be delivered fairly cheap, Inland it must be 
costly, Special cars are necessary, with an empty 
return haul chargeable to the oil. The producer 
and marketer must stand this cost if they compete 
with coal. The marketer will not try to get the 
trade unless the oil can be bought cheap; in other 
words, the producer must “pay the freight.”

NOT 80 MUCH AFTER ALL. 

The 12,000.000 yards to be dredged in 
the west basin, added to the 4,000,000 
yards to be dredged in the present har- 
bor up to and including the turhing 
basin in order to get thirty-five feet 
over all, looks like an enormous amount 
of material, and yet it is 4,000,000 yards 
less than half the material being re- 
moved in the Ambrose Channel, which 
is being dredged as a new entrance to 
New York Harbor. Inasmuch as 
dredging will be the principal part of 
the cost of inner harbor improvements 
the city can afford to spend a large 
sum in buliding dredges. Let them 
build, say two thirty-inch electric 
dredges. Each such dredge would have 
two and ohe-quarter times the capa- 
city of the present government dredge, 
and each should excavate on an aver- 
age between 160,000 and 200,000 cubic 
yards per month in the soft material 
encountered in the inner basin, and 
keep up that average for four or five 
years with no very expensive repairs. 
The combined output shoGld not be 
less than 350,000 cubic yards per month, 
at which rate they would entirely com- 
plete the 17,000,000 yards in five years, 
but as the government dredge win 
operate during the same time, and re- 
move not less than 3,000,000 yards, the 
work can be completed in four years. 

I have specified electric dredges be- 
cause they have certain advantages 
m. hut the city should gen- 
erate its own electricity by a steam 
plant on shore in a central location, 
The plant should be large enough— 
say 6000 or 6000 horse wer—to run 
not only both dredges, but the relay 

lants as well. 

“Building a public harbor is no 
child's play, but the most serious un- 
dertaking possible. It must be e 
into thoroughly and carefully. 4 
plan adopted until full discussion has 
shown it to be the best, all things con- 
sidered. 

“And it must not beforgotten that 
some at least of the advocates ofa State 
Harbor Cammission are still urging 
that as @ Solution. It is their belief 
that if consolidation can be delayed 
until the next Legislature meets a 
State Harbor Commission will be ap- 
pointed. Do the harbor towns realize 
what thet would mean? No public 
money, exeept what little the harbor 
towns can raise, can be spent prior to 
Jaunary 1, 1914, and probably not for 
a long time thereafter. Why? me- 
cause harbor bonds must be provided 
for by the Legislature and voted on at 
the next general election, eighteen 
months after the Legislature adjourns. 
In that way the earliest vote that 
could be taken on harbor bonds for 
San Pedro would be the fall of 1913.

Deep Channel at Wilmington Need 
Only Cost About Six Theus- 
and Dollars. 
WILM-NGTON, April w—It. has 
been discovered that a bar of sand 
has been left between the Banning 
Channel and the one to be dredged by 
the city, which is about seventy-five 
feet wide and 2000 feet long.
